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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 75-85 and 98-105 are currently pending in the instant application. 
Applicants have cancelled claims 1-74 and 86-97 and added new claims 103-105 in an 
amendment filed on December 19, 2008. Claims 75-85 and 103-105 are being rejected 
and claims 98-102 are withdrawn from consideration. 

I. Response to Arguments/Remarks 

Applicant's amendment, filed on December 19, 2008, has not overcome the 
rejection of claims 75-78 under 35 (JSC 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen, et a!.; the 
rejection of claims 75-85 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement and the rejection of claims 75-85 under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph as failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The above rejections have been 
maintained because Applicants added limitation to claim 75 is considered new matter 
because the limitation is not supported by the original disclosure. 



II. Rejection(s) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 75-78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chen, 
etal. (See RN 406216-21-5, CAPLUS). Tine instant invention claims a polymer as 

defined in claim 75. 

The Chen, et al. reference teaches polymers such as Poiy [ [9- (2-ethyihexyi) -9h- 

carbazole-2, 7-diyl] -1, 2-ethenediyl-l, 4- 

phenylene [2, 6-bis [ (2-ethylhexyl) oxy] -9, 1 0-anthracenediyl ] -1, 4-phenylene- 

1,2-ethenediyi] (See RN 406216-21-5, CAPLUS) and the use of these polymers in 
electroluminescence devices. This species of compound anticipates the genus 
compound of the instant invention, wherein the genus structure and its definitions are 
stated above. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1^* paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 75-85 and 103-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 



failing to comply with the written description requirement. The "polymer" in claim 75 is 
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not defined in the specification so as to know all of the different monomers units that 
could be included in the polymer. According to the specification the term polymer is 
defined as a molecule composed of at least 5 linked monomer units, preferably 5 to 
500, linked monomer units and more preferably 5 to 100 linked monomer units. It is to 
be understood that the polymers as described herein may be composed of different 
monomeric units. Therefore, the specification lacks adequate support for Claims 75-85 
and 103-105. 

Claims 75-85 and 103-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants have added the following 
limitation "wherein the polymer is a homopolymer comprising repeating monomers 

consisting of the following structure " in claim 75 but this limitation is not disclosed in 

the original specification and is considered new matter because the amendment 
introduces subject matter that is not supported by the original disclosure. The original 
specification does not disclose homopolymers which comprise repeating monomers 
selected from the structures in claim 75. Applicants are suggested to delete the added 
above limitation which is considered new matter. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, iP" paragraph 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 75-85 and 103-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 75-85 and 103-105 are 
indefinite for the reasons set forth above under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Claims 
75-85 and 103-105 are drawn to "a polymer" comprising the reaction product of a 
compound selected from the group in claim 75. However, the specification fails to 
disclose all of the various types of monomer units that could be present in the polymer 
and one of ordinary skill in the art does not know the metes and bounds of the claims. 
Therefore, the claims are indefinite.
